Kerry. In addition, the State 
Department issued an up¬ 
dated warning to U.S. citi¬ 


zens, admonishing them to 
avoid nonessential travel 
to parts of northern Nigeria 
“due to the risk of kidnap¬ 
pings, robberies and other 
armed attacks.”

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South Korea warns North 
Korea over new nuke test

NEW YORK (AP) — South Korea’s foreign minister 
warned North Korea on Tuesday that the cost of 
keeping and testing nuclear weapons will be so 
high that it could threaten the survival of Kim Jong 
Un’s regime. 

Yun Byung-se told a standing-room audience of 
diplomats, U.N. officials and Korea-watchers at the 
International Peace Institute that the North will pay 
“the heaviest price” in new sanctions if it defies the 
international community and goes ahead with a 
new nuclear test. 

Many experts — and the South Korean government 
— had suspected the North would conduct its fourth 
nuclear test during President Barack Obama's re¬ 
cent visit to Seoul. North Korea has said it still may 
go ahead and test a new kind of nuclear device 
following Obama’s visit. 

“Our assessment is that North Korea is ready to un¬ 
dertake a test whenever they make the necessary 
political decision,” Yun said. 

A call to North Korea’s U.N. Mission seeking com¬ 
ment was not answered. 

He explained that a new test “will make a great im¬ 
pact on the strategic landscape in our part of the 
world” and could undermine the Nuclear Nonpro¬ 
liferation Treaty, the cornerstone of global nuclear 
disarmament efforts. North Korea has pulled out of 
the treaty. 

Faced with this challenge, Yun said South Korea has 
been making intensive diplomatic efforts to deter 
the North from carrying out a new test with the other 
parties to the stalled six-party nuclear talks aimed 
at reining in the North’s nuclear program. Security 
Council members, the European Union and Asian 
nations. 

In the event of a new test, he said, the U.N. Security 
Council must fill all loopholes in the four rounds of 
sanctions it has already imposed on the North over 
its nuclear and ballistic missile programs — and indi¬ 
vidual countries must take similar tough measures. 
As long as North Korea relies on nuclear weapons to 
make threats, Yun warned, “then we. South Korea, 
together with our partners in the Security Council, 
will make the cost of having these nuclear weapons 
very very high, very very heavy, so that could back¬ 
fire to the regime — the survival of the regime." 

At the same time, Yun stressed that South Korean is 
seeking to build a peaceful and “new Korean pen¬ 
insula." 

He reiterated President Park Geun-hye’s proposals 
last month to reunify Korea, which has been divided 
along the world’s most heavily fortified border since 
the 1950-53 Korean War ended with an armistice, 
not a peace treaty. 

“It takes two to tango,” he said. “We hope North 
Korea will respond positively to our genuine propos¬ 
als.” 

Yun said South Korea “recognizes that our journey 
for reunification will be long and bumpy" but he 
said a nuclear-free and unified Korea would allevi¬ 
ate security threats in northeast Asia and stabilize 
the region. 

“The geopolitical plate of fhe region is going through 
what I would call tectonic shifts,” he said. “We are 
witnessing a rising China, a resurgent Japan, an 
assertive Russia and an anachronistic North Korea 
which is simultaneously pursuing nuclear weapons 
and economic development/’^

Missouri house overrides 
Governor’s veto of tax bill

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. - The 

Republican-controlled 
state House on Tuesday 
followed its colleagues in 
the Senate and voted to 
override Democratic Gov. 
Jay Nixon’s veto of a ma¬ 
jor tax-cut bill, setting the 
stage for sharp reductions 
in state personal income 
taxes. 

The House took up the vote 
immediately after conven¬ 
ing Tuesday, overriding Nix¬ 
on’s veto with the support 
of Republicans and one 
Democrat, 109-46. Rep. 
Keith English, a Democrat 
from Florissant near St. Lou¬ 
is, voted with the Republi¬ 
cans. 

Timothy Jones, the speak¬ 
er of the House, said in 
a statement on Tuesday 
that the passage of the bill 
“showed Missourians why 
they elected a Republican 
supermajority to the Mis¬ 
souri Legislature.” 

“Our high tax rate has 
been harming our econo¬ 
my, making our state less 
competitive and resulting 
in thousands of Missourians 
leaving our state for low- 


tax states like Florida and 
Kansas,” Jones said. 

The override was a rebuke 
of Nixon, who in Septem¬ 
ber lobbied so vigorously 
against a different tax-cut 
bill championed by Re¬ 
publican legislators that 
the lawmakers failed to 
override his veto of that 
measure. 

Late Monday, House law¬ 
makers vigorously debated 
the bill, but did not bring it 
to a vote because a cru¬ 
cial Republican supporter 
was not in attendance. Re¬ 
publicans said the override 
of the governor's veto was 
one of their top legislative 
priorities before the session 
ended May 16. 

The legislation would grad¬ 
ually reduce the top indi¬ 
vidual income tax rate to 
5.5 percent, from 6 percent, 
starting in 2017, provided 
state revenue is growing. 
It would also phase in a 
25 percent deduction for 
business income reported 
on personal tax returns.

NEW YORK (AP) — Watson 
is going to college. 
Students at seven of the 
country’s top computer 
science universities will get 
a chance to try out IBM’s 
famous cognitive comput¬ 
ing system as part of new 
classes set for next fall. 

The partnership between 
Armonk, New York-based 
IBM and the universities, 
which was set to be an¬ 
nounced Wednesday, will 
let students use the “Jeop¬ 
ardy!” champion to de¬ 
velop new cognitive com¬ 
puting applications for a 
variety of industries rang¬ 
ing from health care to fi¬ 
nance. 

“If they're interested in 
these kinds of technolo¬ 
gies, when they graduate 
they're going to have a 
natural proclivity to design¬ 
ing them," says Michael 
Rhodin, IBM’s senior vice 
president overseeing Wat¬ 
son. 

“The logic here is that the 
next generation of entre¬ 
preneurs is in universities 
today." 

The move follows IBM 
Corp.’s January an¬ 


nouncement that it was in¬ 
vesting more than $1 billion 
in Watson, including about 
$100 million in startup com¬ 
panies working on Watson 
projects. The investment 


also includes a shiny new 
headquarters for the divi¬ 
sion on the edge of New 
York City’s East Village 


close to New York Univer¬ 
sity, one of the schools tak¬ 
ing part in the project. 

The partnership will provide 
a unique opportunity for 
the students, who will most¬ 


ly be seniors and graduate 
students, because Watson 
isn’t programed like tradi¬ 
tional computers. 


Instead of relying only on 
the information that’s put 
into it, Watson learns by 
“reading" vast amounts 
of information and com¬ 
bining it with the results of 


previous work to find an¬ 
swers to problems, making 
it ideal for data-heavy in¬ 
dustries. 


As part of the Watson 
classes, students will be 
given access to a Watson 
system that IBM will provide 
through a cloud. They'll 
then break into teams 
and use those resources 
to build and test their own 
applications, which will be 
geared toward a particu¬ 
lar industry. 

Participating students at 
the University of Michigan 
will likely develop their 
apps in collaboration with 
the University of Michigan 
Health Center and specifi¬ 
cally its C.S. Mott Children's 
Hospital, says Eric Michiels- 
sen a professor of engi¬ 
neering and computer sci¬ 
ence, who also serves as 
associate vice president 
for advanced research. 

It's also possible that the 
university's business school 
could get involved to help 
gauge the commercial po¬ 
tential of the apps, he says. 
“Yes, we have a fantastic 
artificial intelligence group 
here, but Watson's tech¬ 
nologies are very unique,”

“Ultimately, it's the CIO and 
the IT managers that are 
really more in the weeds," 


Ives says. “But just like the 
head coach of a football 
or basketball team that 
doesn’t make the playoffs, 
the CEO is ultimately re¬ 
sponsible.” 

Steinhafel was in charge 
when hackers stole millions 
of consumer data records, 
including credit card num¬ 
ber, names and addresses, 
from Target's computer 
system last holiday season. 
To be sure. Target had 
been struggling with weak 
sales for several years and 
had run into problems with 
its Canadian expansion. 
But there’s no denying the 
breach and its fallout were 
big factors in Steinhafel’s 
departure, says Ronald 
Humphrey, a professor 
who studies leadership at 
Virginia Commonwealth 
University. Humphrey be¬ 
lieves that while a compa¬ 
ny’s CEO is responsible for 
data security, the issue — 
much like worker security 
or environmental contami¬ 
nation — can sometimes 


get put on the backburner, 
because it isn’t always rec¬ 
ognized as a core part of 
operations. 

“This is a wakeup call to 
CEOs that data security is 
something that affects their 
customers," Humphrey 
says. “If you've had your 
identity stolen you know 
it's a huge headache. I 
think they have to take 
this very seriously.” And if a 
breach does occur, a CEO 
needs to be able to show 
his board of directors that it 
didn't result from a lack of 
resources devoted to data 
security, he says. 
Minneapolis-based Target 
Corp.'s computer systems 
were infiltrated by hackers 
who took 40 million debit 
and credit card numbers, 
along with the personal in¬ 
formation of as many as 70 
million people. 

Target revealed in its fourth-

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
home prices rose at a 
slightly slower pace in the 
12 months that ended in 
March, a sign that weak 
sales have begun to re¬ 
strain the housing market’s 
sharp price gains. 

Data provider CoreLogic 
says prices rose 11.1 per¬ 
cent in March compared 
with March 2013. Though a 
sizable increase, that was 
down a bit from February’s 
12.2 percent year-over- 
year increase. On a month- 
to-month basis, prices in 
March rose 1.4 percent 
from February. But Core- 
Logic’s month-to-month 


seasonal patterns, such as 
warmer spring weather. 
Home sales and con¬ 
struction have faltered 
since last fall, slowing the 
economy. A harsh winter, 
higher buying costs and a 
limited supply of available 
homes have discouraged 
many potential buyers. Ex- 
isting-home sales in March 
reached their lowest level 
in 20 months. 

Some signs suggest that 
buying might be picking 
up a bit as the spring sea¬ 
son gets underway. Signed 
contracts to buy homes 
rose in March for the first 
time in nine months, the 
National Association of Re¬ 


altors said last week. 

Even so, economists fore¬ 
cast that sales of existing 
homes will barely rise this 
year from 2013’s pace of 
5.1 million. Sluggish sales, in 
turn, will slow annual price 
gains this year to roughly 
5 percent or 6 percent, 
economists predict. Core- 
Logic forecasts that prices 
will increase just 6.7 per¬ 
cent in the 12 months that 
will end next March. 

Higher prices typically en¬ 
courage some homeown¬ 
ers to sell, yet the number 
of homes on the market 
remains low. CoreLogic’s 
chief economist, Mark 
Fleming, said many home- 
owners might be reluctant 
to sell because they’ve 
locked in low mortgage 
rates and are hesitant to 


buy a home with a higher- 
rate mortgage. 

The Federal Reserve’s 
bond-buying program 
helped reduce the aver¬ 
age rate on a 30-year fixed 
mortgage to as low as 3.3 
percent in early 2013. The 
average is now about 4.3 
percent, according to 
mortgage buyer Freddie 
Mac. Fleming calculates 
that about a third of home- 
owners with mortgages are 
paying rates below 4 per¬ 
cent. An additional 15 per¬ 
cent are paying around 
the current average of 
4.3 percent. That means 
roughly half of homeown¬ 
ers with mortgages are 
paying rates at or below 
the current level — roughly 
double the percentage of 
a year ago. □ 
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US trade deficit tumbles 3.6%

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

U.S. trade deficit narrowed 
in March as exports re¬ 
bounded to the second 
highest level on record, led 
by strong gains in sales of 
aircraft, autos and farm 
goods. 

The deficit declined to 
$40.4 billion, down 3.6 per¬ 
cent from a revised Feb¬ 
ruary imbalance of $41.9 
billion, the Commerce De¬ 
partment reported Tues¬ 
day. The February deficit 
had been the biggest 
trade gap in five months. 
U.S. exports rose 2.1 per¬ 
cent to $193.9 billion with 


exports to Canada and 
South Korea hitting all-time 
highs. Imports also rose but 
by a slower 1.1 percent 
to $234.3 billion, reflecting 
increased shipments of 
cellphones, clothing and 
other consumer goods 
and increased demand 
for heavy machinery and 
other capital goods. 

A smaller trade deficit can 
boost growth because it 
means U.S. companies are 
earning more on their over¬ 
seas sales. 

In 2013, the trade deficit 
narrowed 11.2 percent to 
$474.9 billion, helping pro¬ 
vide a small boost to over¬ 
all economic growth.□

cans are trying to cut back 
on how much meat they 
eat. In particular. Pace 
noted that people in their 
20s are more “nutrition¬ 
ally aware” than any other 
past generation. In coming 
years, he predicted their 
eating habits will force 
the restaurant industry to 
adapt their menus. 
Executives at Chipotle 
Mexican Grill, which re¬ 
cently began rolling out a 
vegan tofu topping for its

In the test, which is taking 
place at restaurants in Illi¬ 
nois, DeLuca said franchi¬ 
sees are putting 12 slices of 
meat on a Footlong sand¬ 
wich, instead of eight. He 
said the meat is the same 
but that it's just sliced thin¬ 
ner to improve its “bite” 
and appearance. 

“For some reason, it looks 
better. It looks like more 
meat,” DeLuca said. 
DeLuca expressed opti¬ 
mism about the thinner 
slices and that the franchi¬ 
sees in Illinois were “very 
enthusiastic" about the 
change. Still, he noted that 
such a change would take 
considerable research and 
investment to roll it out na¬ 
tionally. The earliest it could 
be available nationally 
would be in about a year, 
he said. DeLuca, who has 
been diagnosed with leu¬ 
kemia, also noted that he 
hasn't traveled as much in 
the past year because of 
his health. He added that 
he has “toyed with the 
idea that on the 50th anni¬ 
versary, it might be a nice 
idea to step back.” 

That would entail naming a 
president, while remaining 
in the CEO role, DeLuca 
said.

Chinese lawyer held in Tiananmen clampdown

GENEVA (AP) — The Vati¬ 
can revealed Tuesday that 
over the past decade, it 
has defrocked 848 priests 
who raped or molested 
children and sanctioned 
another 2,572 with lesser 
penalties, providing the 
first ever breakdown of 
how it handled the more 
than 3,400 cases of abuse 
reported to the Holy See 
since 2004. 

The Vatican’s U.N. ambas¬ 
sador in Geneva, Arch¬ 
bishop Silvano Tomasi, re¬ 
leased the figures during a 
second day of grilling by a 
U.N. committee monitoring 
implementation of the U.N. 
treaty against torture. 
Tomasi insisted that the 
Holy See was only obliged 
to abide by the torture 
treaty inside the tiny Vati¬ 
can City State, which has 
a population of only a few 
hundred people. 

But significantly, he didn’t 
dispute the committee’s 
contention that sexual vio¬ 
lence against children can 
be considered torture. Le¬ 
gal experts have said that 
classifying sexual abuse as 
torture could expose the 
Catholic Church to a new 
wave of lawsuits since tor¬ 
ture cases in much of the 
world don’t carry statutes 
of limitations. 

Tomasi also provided sta¬ 
tistics about how the Holy 
See has adjudicated sex 
abuse cases for the past 
decade. The Vatican in 
2001 required bishops and 
religious superiors to for¬ 
ward all credible cases of 
abuse to Rome for review 
after determining that they 
were shuffling pedophile 
priests from diocese to dio¬ 
cese rather than subject¬ 
ing them to church trials.

authorities detained a well- 
known rights lawyer and 
several other people Tues¬ 
day in an apparent bid to 
deter activists from marking 
fhe upcoming 25th anni¬ 
versary of a brutal military 
suppression of pro-democ¬ 
racy profesters. 

Beijing police placed Pu 
Zhiqiang under criminal de¬ 
tention early in the morn¬ 
ing, according to Qu Zhen- 
hong, an associate at Pu’s 
firm who has been in con¬ 
tact with his family. 

Pu enjoys mainstream 
prominence that is unusu¬ 


al for most dissidents, and 
news of his detention was 
circulating widely on Chi¬ 
nese microblogs. 

Despite his outspoken criti¬ 
cism of the government, Pu 
has been featured in mag¬ 
azines and interviewed 
about labor camps, 
against which he led high- 
profile campaigns. 

He has represented both 
high-profile dissidents such 
as the artist Ai Weiwei as 
well as the family members 
of Communist Party mem¬ 
bers who died in custody 
of the party’s anti-graft in¬ 
vestigators after being tor¬ 
tured. 

Two of Pu’s close friends, 


Beijing activist Hu Jia and 
Shanghai lawyer Si Wei- 
jiang, said the detention 
was likely the authorities’ 
retaliation against Pu for at¬ 
tending a seminar in Beijing 
on Saturday to discuss the 
June 4, 1989, military crack¬ 
down on demonstrators in 
Tiananmen Square. 

“I believe the authorities 
are detaining Pu now so 
that he can't do anything 
between now and the an¬ 
niversary and so his deten¬ 
tion will create a panic 
and terror among those 
who wish to remember that 
day,” Hu said by phone. 
Hu himself has been under 
house arrest since Febru¬ 


ary, he said. 

Several other people who

North Ireland police chief defends Adams arrest

PARIS (AP) — French Presi¬ 
dent Francois Hollande 
says that an offer by Gen¬ 
eral Electric Co. for trou¬ 
bled French engineering 
company Alstom is not 
good enough and wants 
the U.S. company to come 
up with a better deal. 

The $17 billion bid for Al¬ 
stom’s energy activities 
has prompted resistance 
within the French govern¬ 
ment, which is struggling to 
revive the country's indus¬ 
trial base and stay globally 
competitive. Alstom calls 
GE’s offer “practically per¬ 
fect” and is ready to ac¬ 
cept, but bowed to gov¬ 
ernment pressure to wait 
amid discussion of other 
options. Alstom pioneered 
high-speed TGV trains and 
manufactures turbines 
for power plants, but has 
struggled in recent years 
and was rescued by a gov¬ 
ernment bailout in 2005. 
Hollande said on BFM tele¬ 
vision Tuesday that the bid 
is “not good enough to¬ 
day, it’s not acceptable.” 
He didn’t reject the idea 
of a takeover, but instead 
appeared to be pushing 
for a better offer. He said 
that even though the de¬ 
cision is up to Alstom, the 
government is an Alstom 
client and “has enough 
means of pressure to end 
up with something that is 
good for Alstom, good for 
French industry.” Economy 
Minister Arnaud Monte- 
bourg, a leftist firebrand 
who has vociferously resist¬ 
ed foreign bids for French 
companies, is proposing a 
“partnership” instead of a 
straight buyout. 

In a letter Montebourg 
sent Monday to GE CEO 
Jeffrey Immelt, the French 
minister suggests that GE 
sell its transport activities to 
Alstom, while GE buys Al¬

Uruguay rule-signing launches marijuana market

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay 
(AP) — President Jose Mu- 
jica signed the long-await¬ 
ed rules for Uruguay’s legal 
pot marketplace Tuesday, 
launching a rollout that 
should stock pharma¬ 
cies with government-ap¬ 
proved marijuana ciga¬ 
rettes for sale by year’s 
end. 

Opinion polls suggest most 
Uruguayans are against 
the pot plan, but Mujica 
told The Associated Press 
in an interview Friday that 
his government has got to 
try it. 

“I want to rescue society’s 
right to experiment. If it 
didn’t exist, we would be 
condemned to paralysis, 
stuck in a photo that never 
changes a bit. There is no 
other way to be able to 
advance,” the president 
said. 

Mujica and his governing 
Broad Front coalition minis¬ 


ters signed the rules behind 
closed doors, passing up 
the opportunity for a public 
ceremony on an issue that 
has dominated public dis¬ 
cussion in Uruguay recently. 


The president's efforts may 
be celebrated on T-shirts 
emblazoned with a green 
cannabis leaf and the 
phrase “Mujicannabis," 
but Mujica himself played 


down the signing, opting 
instead to eat pizza with 
some friends at a down¬ 
town restaurant. 

With Mujica's signature, the 
regulations are now fully in

Campaign chief for Colombian president resigns

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) — 

The chief strategist of Presi¬ 
dent Juan Manuel Santos’ 
re-election campaign has 
resigned amid allegations 
that he took $12 million 
from some of Colombia’s 
top drug lords in exchange 
for helping negotiate their 
surrender. 

Appearing three weeks be¬ 
fore the election, the alle¬ 
gations against J.J. Rendon 
were published over the 
weekend by the Colom¬ 
bian newspaper El Espe- 
ctadorand newsmagazine 
Semana. 

The reports cited testimony 
from a U.S. jail by Javier An¬ 
tonio Calle, who was one 
of the country's most-hunt¬ 
ed drug traffickers until he 


turned himself into the Drug 
Enforcement Administra¬ 
tion in 2012. 

Rendon acknowledged 
earlier this week that he 
was approached by inter¬ 
mediaries of Calle and oth¬ 
er drug bosses after Santos’ 
2010 election, 
but he denied taking any 
money for communicating 
to the president their offer 
to disarm in exchange for 
concessions such as pro¬ 
tection from extradition to 
the U.S. 

Police and prosecutors also 
acknowledged discussing 
the initiative with Rendon 
but said they rejected it out 
of hand. 

Calle ended up turning 
himself in to the U.S. drug 
agents on the Caribbean 
island of Aruba a year later. 


Santos wasn't implicated 
in any wrongdoing, but 
Rendon's resignation could 
add complications for the 
president as he struggles 
to fend off rivals heading 
into the May 25 election. 
Rendon, a Venezuelan 
national, is one of Latin 
America’s most prominent 
campaign consultants and 
credited with spreading 
underground attacks that 
helped Santos come from 
behind in a 2010 runoff to 
defeat Antanas Mockus. 
Santos called Rendon's 
resignation a “gallant” ges¬ 
ture to avoid distracting 
from the campaign in its fi¬ 
nal stretch. 

The president said he didn't 
know whether Rendon re¬ 
ceived payments for his 
mediation efforts but said 


he believed in his former 
aide's good word. 

The office of Colombia’s 
chief federal prosecutor 
said it was looking into the 
matter and would send 
prosecutors to New York 
to interview Calle before 
deciding whether to open 
a probe into the actions of 
Rendon and another San¬ 
tos aide implicated in the 
media reports, former politi¬ 
cal adviser German Chica. 
Before his surrender, Calle 
and his brother, who also is 
in U.S. custody, ran a crimi¬ 
nal gang known as “Los 
Rastrojos,” or The Leftovers, 
a violent paramilitary force 
that dominated the co¬ 
caine trade along Colom¬ 
bia's border with Venezu¬ 
ela and other parts of the 
country .□

That means Uruguayan 
citizens and legal residents 
18 or older can register to 
obtain licenses giving them 
the right to cultivate up to 
six marijuana plants per 
household and harvest 480 
grams a year, or join a mar¬ 
ijuana growing club with 
between 15 and 45 mem¬ 
bers and no more than 99 
plants. 

By putting his government 
at the center of a legal 
marijuana industry, Mujica 
hopes to keep otherwise 
law-abiding citizens away 
from organized crime and 
treat addiction as a pub¬ 
lic health challenge rather 
than a law enforcement 
threat. That's easier said 
than done: Police on Mon¬ 
day were investigating the 
slaying of a 24-year-old 
man preparing to harvest 
marijuana from six plants 
he kept in his home. Ac¬ 
cording to the newspaper 
El Pais, a witness told po¬ 
lice that Darwin Porley was 
shot on the sidewalk Sun¬ 
day night after two men 
demanded all his plants, 
saying he was intruding 
on their turf. Officials said it 
wasn't known if fhe plants 
were for personal use or 
for sale. Under the law, 
pot plants like Porley’s will 
be legal to possess for per¬ 
sonal consumption once a 
grower is registered. 

In two weeks, the govern¬ 
ment plans to take bids 
and choose a handful of 
growers to provide mari¬ 
juana to the government 
for sale. Licensed buyers 
will be able to purchase 
up to 10 grams a week or 
40 grams a month from a 
network of pharmacies, 
at a cost that will begin at 
about 90 cents a gram but 
be adjusted to compete 
with illegal weed.Q

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Some NFL 
retirees fault 
concussion 
settlement

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — The 

proposed $765 million set¬ 
tlement of NFL concussion 
claims came under attack 
again on Monday, this time 
from retirees who said they 
would get “nothing at all” 
for nagging health prob¬ 
lems that limit their function. 
Seven former players filed 
a motion to intervene in 
the court case pending in 
Philadelphia, which aims to 
settle thousands of claims 
through a grid-like formula 
that reaches $5 million for 
younger retirees with Al¬ 
zheimer's disease. 

The latest objections come 
from men who can per¬ 
haps still work, but say they 
still suffer from headaches, 
personality changes, trou¬ 
ble multi-tasking, and oth¬ 
er side effects they link to 
concussions suffered while 
playing in the league. 

“The settlement provided 
no monetary recovery — 
nothing at all — for class 
members suffering from 
many of the residual effects 
most commonly linked to 
recurrent and repetitive 
mild traumatic brain injury, 
while releasing every claim 
these class members may 
have against the NFL,” law¬ 
yer Steven Molo wrote in 
the court filing. Senior U.S. 
District Judge Anita B. Brody 
fears the settlement is too 
low to cover 20,000 retirees 
for 65 years, as planned. 
Lawyers for both the NFL 
and the lead players’ group 
hope to convince her oth¬ 
erwise. "We’re still (work¬ 
ing) with the special master 
and the judge ... to review 
the settlement agreement 
and rightfully ensure that all 
members of the class are 
protected,” said lawyer Sol 
Weiss, a lawyer for the lead 
players in the case.

OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) — 

Kevin Durant has plenty of 
NBA scoring titles. Now, he 
finally has an MVP trophy to 
go with them. 

The Oklahoma City Thunder 
star received the league's 
top individual honor on 
Tuesday, earning 119 first- 
place votes. Miami’s LeB- 
ron James, who won the 
last two MVP awards and 
four of the previous five, 
finished second with six first- 
place votes, and Blake Grif¬ 
fin of the Los Angeles Clip¬ 
pers was third. 

Durant won his fourth scor¬ 
ing crown in five years 
this season by averaging 
32 points per game. He 
helped the Thunder finish 
the regular season with a 
59-23 record, second best 
in the league, despite play¬ 
ing much of the season 
without three-time All-Star 
Russell Westbrook by his 
side because of a nagging 
knee injury. 

“He's been the most con¬ 
sistent guy all season long,” 
Westbrook said at the end 
of the regular season. “He’s 
done a great job of leading 


us to where we are now. 
He’s basically put himself 
in front of everybody else 
in the league and shown 
that he’s the best player in 
the world.” James agreed, 
saying on Monday: “Much 
respect to him and he de¬ 
serves it. He had a big-time 
MVP season.” Durant’s run 
of 41 consecutive games 
this season with at least 25 
points was the third longest 


streak in NBA history. In all, 
he scored at least 40 points 
14 times. He also averaged 
7.4 rebounds and a career- 
high 5.5 assists while shoot¬ 
ing 50 percent from the 
field. 

“He does everything,” New 
Orleans coach Monty Wil¬ 
liams said. “You just can’t 
recall a guy that long who 
can do what he does every 
single night. Shooting from 


30 feet on the floor with 
confidence and driving to 
the basket and dunking on 
guys, and then go post up, 
and on top of it, a great 
teammate and good kid.” 
Durant moved to the front 
of the pack while West¬ 
brook was out following his 
most recent knee surgery. 
Durant averaged 35 points 
and 6.3 assists during that 
span as the Thunder went 


20-7 and remained among 
the league’s elite. 
Westbrook’s injury gave 
Durant an opportunity to 
use his improving skills as a 
playmaker. 

“I’ve always been a player 
that was excited for my 
teammates' success,” Du¬ 
rant said. “Not just mine, 
but my teammates’ as well. 
Wanting to see them do 
well translates to my game, 
which is wanting to pass the 
ball and seeing my team¬ 
mates reap the benefits.” 
Teammates and oppo¬ 
nents say Durant became 
a more complete player 
this season. They praised 
him for improving his court 
vision, consistently making 
the extra pass and mov¬ 
ing more efficiently without 
the ball. “What he does is 
tough to do,” teammate 
Nick Collison said. “We 
take it for granted. To be 
able to stay on for long pe¬ 
riods of time — have to cut 
hard, catch the ball in the 
right spot and defend on 
the other end — is tough to 
do. To be able to show that 
shows that he has an edge 
to him. He doesn’t take a 
night off."a

“We look forward to finaliz¬ 
ing the agreement.” 

The NFL takes in more than 
$9 billion in revenue annu¬ 
ally, a figure that will rise 
with new TV contracts this 
year. The settlement does 
not include an admission 
from the NFL that it hid in¬ 
formation from players 
about head injuries. 

A few groups of players 
have asked to intervene 
in the settlement talks to 
raise various concerns. The 
group on Monday includes 
2008 Pro Bowl player Sean 
Morey, now a sprint Ameri¬ 
can football coach at 
Princeton University. 

The vast majority of the 
proposed $765 million fund 
would compensate former 
players with one of four 
neurological conditions: 
Alzheimer’s disease, Par¬ 
kinson’s disease, Lou Geh¬ 
rig’s disease, or advanced 
dementia. Awards could 
also reach $4 million for 
deaths linked posthumous¬ 
ly to chronic traumatic en¬ 
cephalopathy. At the low 
end, an 80-year-old with 
early dementia would get 
$25,000. Retirees without 
symptoms would get base¬ 
line screening and follow¬ 
up care if needed. 

The agreement also sets 
aside $75 million for medi¬ 
cal exams and $10 million 
for medical research. □

Ex-boxing champion Jimmy Ellis dies

LOUISVILLE, Kentucky (AP) 

— Jimmy Ellis, a heavy¬ 
weight champion who 
sparred with an up-and- 
coming Muhammad Ali 
and later fought some of 
the era’s best boxers, died 
Tuesday. He was 74. 

Ellis died at a Louisville hos¬ 
pital, brother Jerry Ellis said. 


Jimmy Ellis had Alzheimer’s 
disease in recent years. 
Ellis, the son of a preacher 
who loved singing gos¬ 
pel music, held the WBA 
heavyweight title from 
1968 to 1970. He lost to 
Joe Frazier in a fight to uni¬ 
fy the world heavyweight 
championship in 1970. In 


1971, Ellis was stopped by 
Ali in the 12th round. He re¬ 
tired in 1975. 

Ali remembered his long¬ 
time friend as a “master in 
the ring.” 

“In the world of heavy¬ 
weights, I have always 
thought that Jimmy was 
one of the best,” Ali said 
in a statement in which he 
and his wife, Lonnie, ex¬ 
pressed condolences. 

Ali said his friendship with 
Ellis began as both rose 
through the ranks as ama¬ 
teurs in their hometown of 
Louisville. 

"As a former champion, 
Jimmy was known for ex¬ 
ceptional hand speed 
and a strong chin,” Ali 
said. Both fighters fought 
under the tutelage of An¬ 
gelo Dundee. The great 
trainer often said that Ellis 
packed more punch than 
he was given credit for, Ali 
recalled. But Ali said Ellis’ 
greatest qualities were his 


“gentle manner and the 
compassion in his heart.” 

“I had a kinship with Jimmy 
and felt like he and I were 
of the same cloth," Ali said. 
“He was a great athlete 
and a caring man. Great 
competitors who happen 
to be great friends are 
rare. Jimmy Ellis was that 
to me and I will miss him.” 
Ellis defeated Jerry Quarry 
to win the WBA crown in 
1968. It was at a time when 
Ali had been stripped of 
his heavyweight title for 
refusing induction into the 
U.S. Army during the Viet¬ 
nam War. Ellis defended 
the title by defeating Floyd 
Patterson before losing to 
Frazier. 

After leaving boxing, Ellis 
spent years training fight¬ 
ers and later worked for 
the Louisville parks depart¬ 
ment. 

Ellis was preceded in death 
by his wife, Mary. They had 
six children together.Q 
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Unheralded Thiem knocks Wawrinka from Madrid

MADRID (AP) — Austrian 
qualifier Dominic Thiem 
scored the biggest vic¬ 
tory of his young career on 
Tuesday when he rallied 
for a 1-6, 6-2, 6-4 victory 
over third-ranked Stanislas 
Wawrinka at the Madrid 
Open. 

The 20-year-old Thiem 
showed composure be¬ 
yond his years in knocking 
the Australian Open cham¬ 
pion out of the clay court 
event to reach the third 
round. 

Thiem called on a thun¬ 
derous array of baseline 
strokes and soft net touch¬ 
es to oust the third-seeded 
Wawrinka, who reached 
the final at Madrid’s Magic 
Box tennis center last year. 
Thiem looked out of his 
depth as he struggled to 
find his rhythm early on 
Manolo Santana center 
court. 

“I didn’t have many match¬ 
es against these top guys, 
so I wasn’t really used to his 
pace. He had an unbeliev¬ 
able start and I didn't really 
know what happened,” 
the 70th-ranked Thiem said. 
“I started to get used to 
more and more his pace 
and angles and his game. 
I played unbelievable the 
second and the third set.” 
Wawrinka may have 
dropped his guard after 
the easy opening as Thiem 
pulled even after bom¬ 
barding his opponent with 
powerful backhanders. 


Wawrinka, coming off a 
clay court win in Monte 
Carlo, gathered himself for 
the final set — with both 
players holding serve until 
the 10th game when Thiem 
slapped another strong 
backhand across Wawrin¬ 
ka and down the line for 
30-15. A gentle drop shot 
from Thiem following a long 
rally of groundstrokes set up 
match point on Wawrinka’s 
serve. “I was in this famous 
‘zone’ during the match. 
I was really unbelievable 
concentrated,” said Thiem, 
who scored his first victory 
over a top-10 player on his 
third attempt. 

Thiem converted his third 
break point to win the 


match as Wawrinka sent his 
crosscourt backhand wide. 
“I had some chance in the 
third set (and) I should have 
played better when I had 
some opportunity,” said 
Wawrinka, who slipped to 
his fourth defeat of 2014. 
“But I was hesitating with 
my game and he went for 
it and deserved it.” 
Wawrinka wasn’t the only 
Swiss player to exit the tour¬ 
nament on Tuesday. 

The exit of Wawrinka plus 
the withdrawals of Federer 
and second-ranked Novak 
Djokovic — to injury — give 
defending champion Ra¬ 
fael Nadal the perfect op¬ 
portunity to rebound from 
his worst clay court run in a 


decade. 

The top-ranked Spaniard 
opens on Wednesday 
against Juan Monaco of 
Argentina. 

The Spanish capital's el¬ 
evated altitude proved 
to be a problem for fifth- 
ranked David Ferrer, who 
needed almost three hours 
to dispatch Spanish coun¬ 
tryman Albert Ramos 7-6 
(6), 5-7, 6-3. 

Ferrer appeared frustrat¬ 
ed for much of his match, 
mumbling to himself and his 
entourage nearby before 
eventually coming through 
to win. 

“You say things when 
you’re nervous in the 
match that you don’t have 


a feel for. You can write a 
book about a match," said 
Ferrer, before pointing to 
the effect of Madrid's thin¬ 
ner air on the ball. “The first 
day is not easy. You miss 
more, but that’s all.” 

On the women’s side, Ma¬ 
ria Sharapova avoided an 
early exit after rallying to 
beat 56th-ranked Ameri¬ 
can Christina McHale 6-1, 
4-6, 6-4 while Li Na con¬ 
tinued her dominance of 
Zheng Jie with a 6-2, 6-3 
win. Second-ranked Li 
hasn’t lost to her Chinese 
countrywoman since 2006. 
Trailing 4-1 in the final set, 
Sharapova steadied her 
erratic service game and 
took command, eventually 
firing an ace down the mid¬ 
dle to eliminate McHale for 
the second year running. 
“After a really good start (in 
Madrid) I didn’t keep that 
level. I think I had a bit of a 
letdown,” said 2013 finalist 
Sharapova, who is coming 
off a tournament victory in 
Stuttgart. 

Sharapova goes on to play 
Samantha Stosur and No. 
2 seed Li faces Sloane Ste¬ 
phens in the third round. 
Former champion Petra 
Kvitova also advanced 
with a win on Tuesday. 

Also, Fabio Fognini's re¬ 
cent struggles on Spanish 
clay continued as the nth- 
seeded Italian lost 7-5, 4-6, 
6-3 to Ukraine’s Alexandr 
Dolgopolov.

NEW YORK (AP) — Face- 
book wants to increase its 
advertising and get more 
clicks on all kinds of ads. It 
believes tapping into the 
lucrative small business 
market will help it achieve 
those goals. 

Sheryl Sandberg, the social 
media company’s operat¬ 
ing chief and “Lean In” au¬ 
thor, says the key is showing 
business owners how to find 
new customers by creating 
Facebook pages and by 
buying ads that appear on 
individual Facebook users' 
pages. The company plans 
a campaign called Face- 
book Fit with workshops 
in five cities to show small 
business owners the nuts 
and bolts of using Face- 
book as a marketing tool. 
“They don’t have enough 
customers. This is their No. 1 
problem and we can help 
them solve it,” Sandberg 
said in an interview with 
The Associated Press. 

The small business market 
has been difficult to crack 
for digital companies like 
Facebook and Google, 
said Greg Sterling, an ana¬ 
lyst with the mobile tech¬ 
nology research service 
lnternet2Go. Many owners 
with Facebook pages are 
reluctant to advertise, limit¬ 
ing the revenue the com¬ 
pany can make from small 
businesses. 

“Many of them are strug¬ 
gling just to provide regular 
content updates or to un¬ 


derstand how to use social 
media, let alone become 
masters of social media 
advertising,” Sterling said. 
Meanwhile, Facebook 
needs to get more small 
business advertising to stay 
competitive with Google, 
said Debra Aho Williamson, 
an analyst with eMarketer, 
a digital research compa¬ 
ny. “They need to be sure 
they're seen as a strong 
partner to small business 
owners,” she said. 
Facebook has updated 
its technology to make it 
easier for business owners 
to use, Sandberg said. The 
company is targeting those 
who don't have the time to 
sit down at a desktop PC 
and update pages or ads. 
“Now they're able to man¬ 
age their pages from a 
mobile phone. Two years 
ago, they couldn’t,” Sand¬ 
berg said. Facebook says 
it is used by 25 million small 
business users worldwide. 
The company does not 
report the number of busi¬ 
nesses in the U.S. or any 
other country. 

Many very small com¬ 
panies that don’t have 
websites use social media 
services like Facebook to 
reach customers. When 
a Facebook user “likes” a 
company’s page, that cus¬ 
tomer's Facebook friends 
see posts on their own 
pages about the compa¬ 
ny. Businesses can also buy 
ads that appear on individ¬ 
ual Facebook pages. 
Facebook is also creating 


small business advertising 
products Sandberg said 
will be affordable.

China’s Alibaba 
Group aiming to 
raise $lBin IPO 

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

China’s Alibaba Group is 
aiming to raise $1 billion in 
a long-awaited IPO likely to 
have ripple effects across 
the Internet. 

Tuesday’s filing sets the 
stage for the technology 
industry’s biggest initial 
public offering since short 
messaging service Twit¬ 
ter and its early investors 
collected $1.8 billion in its 
stock market debut last 
fall. Alibaba could still try 
to raise more money and 
even surpass the $16 bil¬ 
lion that Facebook did 
two years ago, depending 
on investor demand for its 
stock. 

For now, Alibaba isn’t 
specifying how much stock 
will be sold in the IPO or set¬ 
ting a price range. Those 
details will emerge as the 
IPO progresses, a process is 
likely to take three to four 
months to complete be¬ 
fore Alibaba’s shares begin 
trading on the New York 
Stock Exchange. 

Although it’s not nearly as 
well-known as Facebook, 
Alibaba has emerged as 
an e-commerce power¬ 
house that has been mak¬ 
ing more money than Am¬ 
azon.com Inc. and eBay 
Inc. combined. What’s 
more, the company is still 
growing at a rapid clip as 
its network of online servic¬ 
es, including Taobao, Tmall 
and Alipay, mine a Chi¬ 
nese Internet market that 
already has twice as many 
Web surfers as the U.S. 

The IPO is expected to pro¬ 
vide Alibaba with the finan¬ 
cial firepower to expand 
into other markets, includ¬ 
ing the U.S. Signaling its 
intent to extend its reach, 
Alibaba recently bought 
digital mapping service 
AutoNavi Holdings Ltd. for 
$1.5 billion and acquired a 
16.5 percent stake in video 
website Youku Tudou in a 
$1.2 billion deal. Alibaba 
also just invested $215 mil¬ 
lion in Silicon Valley startup 
Tango to gain a toehold 
in the mobile messaging 
market. Alibaba’s suc¬ 
cess has provided a finan¬ 
cial crutch for Yahoo Inc.,

Italian automaker Fiat SpA 
and Chrysler Group, which 
formed a partnership five 
years ago and officially 
combined when Fiat fin¬ 
ished buying Chrysler in 
January, jointly presented 
their future sales targets 
and product plans Tues¬ 
day in a day-long meet¬ 
ing at Chrysler’s Michigan 


headquarters. 

There are many new prod¬ 
ucts, including a full lineup 
of cars from Alfa-Romeo, 
as well as some victims. 
Jeep is ditching the Com¬ 
pass and Patriot small SUVs 
in favor of a new compact 
SUV that will come out in 
2016. 

And to entice consum¬ 
ers to buy more Chryslers, 


the company must end 
its internal rivalry with the 
Dodge brand. So, after 
nearly 30 years on the 
market, the Dodge Grand 
Caravan minivan will be 
killed off in an effort to 
focus Dodge on perfor¬ 
mance cars and boost 
sales of the Chrysler Town 
and Country.

Office Depot plans to close at least 400 US stores 


BOCA RATON, Fla. (AP) — 

Office Depot is planning 
to close at least 400 U.S. 
stores, as its merger with 
OfficeMax resulted in an 
overlap of retail locations 
that can be consolidated. 
The combined company’s 
financial results beat Wall 
Street estimates for the 
January-March quarter 
and it raised its full year 
forecast for operating in¬ 
come on Tuesday. 

Its shares jumped 17 per¬ 
cent in morning trading. 
The office supply retailer 
had 1,900 stores in the U.S. 
at the end of the first quar¬ 
ter, so the plans call for 
closing about 21 percent 
of them. Office Depot and 
OfficeMax Inc. completed 
their $1.2 billion deal last 
November. Office Depot 
said it has not quantified 
the number of jobs that will 
be affected by the store 
closures but that it will look 
to place its best talent im¬ 
pacted by the store clos¬ 
ings into new roles, wher¬ 
ever possible. 

Chairman and CEO Ro¬ 


land Smith said in a state¬ 
ment that one of the com¬ 
pany's goals this year was 
to improve how its stores 
are positioned in North 
America to meet customer 
demand better and en¬ 
sure that it’s well positioned 
in the markets it serves. 
“The overlapping retail 
footprint resulting from the 
merger provides us with a 
unique opportunity to con¬ 
solidate and optimize our 
store portfolio, while main¬ 
taining the retail presence 
necessary to serve our cus¬ 
tomer,” Smith said. 

Office Depot said Tuesday 
that it expects to close 
150 U.S. stores this year, 
mostly in the fourth quar¬ 
ter. It closed 14 stores in the 
first quarter, a company 
spokeswoman said. 

All of the store closures are 
anticipated to occur by 
the end of 2016. 

The store closings are ex¬ 
pected to result in at least 
$75 million in annual sav¬ 
ings by 2016’s end and 
add to earnings starting 
next year. Office Depot, 


which is based in Boca 
Raton, Florida, said that 
it's still trying to determine 
expected working capital 
savings and costs related 
to the store closings. 

The company also report¬ 
ed its first-quarter financial 


results on Tuesday, which 
include results from Office¬ 
Max. The year-ago results 
do not include OfficeMax. 
For the period ended 
March 29, Office Depot lost 
$109 million, or 21 cents per 
share. In the prior-year pe¬ 


riod it lost $17 million, or 6 
cents per share. Removing 
merger-related expenses 
and other items, earnings 
were 7 cents per share. 
Analysts surveyed by Fact- 
Set expected earnings of 3 
cents per shareO

Bayer to buy Merck consumer business for $14.2B

TRENTON, N.J. (AP) — Ger¬ 
many’s Bayer plans to buy 
U.S.-based Merck & Co.’s 
consumer health business, 
creating a combined med¬ 
icine cabinet of household 
names from Bayer's aspirin 
to Merck’s Claritin allergy 
pills. 

The $14.2 billion deal an¬ 
nounced Tuesday would 
vault Bayer AG atop the 
nonprescription medicine 
business across North and 
Latin America. It would 
make Bayer No. 1 world¬ 
wide in skin and gastroin¬ 
testinal products, a strong 


No. 2 in the huge cold and 
allergy category, and No. 
3 in pain relievers. 

“We are combining two 
highly complementary 
businesses with virtually no 
overlap that will improve 
our product position over 
multiple categories," Mari- 
jn Dekkers, Bayer's CEO, 
said on a conference call 
with journalists. 

Merck, widely considered 
the most research-driven 
U.S. pharmaceutical com¬ 
pany, would divest a slow- 
growing business it inher¬ 
ited in 2009 when it bought 
Schering-Plough Corp. to 
get its experimental pre¬ 


scription medicines. 

Bayer, which invented 
aspirin more than a cen¬ 
tury ago, already has a 
major over-the-counter 
division whose brands in¬ 
clude Aleve pain reliever, 
Alka-Seltzer and One-A- 
Day vitamins. It would add 
Merck’s Claritin, the Cop- 
pertone sun-care line. Dr. 
Scholl's foot-care products 
and MiraLAX laxative. 

The transaction is part of 
a recent surge in pharma¬ 
ceutical industry deals. 
Some drugmakers are sell¬ 
ing or swapping business 
segments to focus on ar¬ 
eas where they have the 


most expertise, marketing 
prowess and prospects for 
growth, as Merck is doing. 
Others, like Bayer, are mak¬ 
ing acquisitions to beef up 
their portfolios of products 
or experimental drugs to 
boost future sales. 

Merck CEO Kenneth Frazier 
said in January that he was 
evaluating options for Mer¬ 
ck's consumer and animal 
health businesses, both 
units without enough scale 
to grow quickly. On Tues¬ 
day, Merck said it would 
use the sale proceeds to 
invest in business areas with 
the highest growth poten¬ 
tial and beef up its drug 


pipeline with “external as¬ 
sets." 

Merck is a different com¬ 
pany than Merck KgaA, 
which is based in Darm¬ 
stadt, Germany. The Amer¬ 
ican company is known 
as MSD, for Merck, Sharp 
& Dohme, outside the U.S. 
and Canada. 

The transaction, expected 
to close in the second half 
of 2014, requires regula¬ 
tory approval. Bayer will 
borrow money to pay for 
the deal, which will bring it 
significant tax savings and 
about $200 million in sav¬ 
ings on marketing and pro¬ 
duction costs by 20170

Vatican: 848 priests defrocked for abuse since ‘04

Only in 2010 did the Vati¬ 
can explicitly tell bishops 
and superiors to also report 
credible cases to police 
where local reporting laws 
require them to. 

The Vatican statistics are 
notable in that they show 
how the peaks in numbers 
over the years — both of 
cases reported and sanc¬ 
tions meted out — roughly 
parallels the years in which 
abuse scandals were in the 
news. And they showed 
that far from diminishing 
in recent years, the num¬ 
ber of cases reported an¬ 
nually to the Vatican has 
remained a fairly con¬ 
stant 400 or so since 2010, 
the last year the scandal 
erupted in public around 
the globe. These cases, 
however, concern mostly 
abuse that occurred de¬ 
cades ago. 

The Associated Press re¬ 
ported in January that 
then-Pope Benedict XVI 
had defrocked 384 priests 
in the final two years of his 
pontificate, citing docu¬ 
mentation that Tomasi’s 
delegation had prepared 
for another U.N. hearing 
monitoring a treaty on the 
rights of children. 

Tomasi fold fhe AP on Tues¬ 
day that the January fig¬ 
ures were “incomplete” 
and that the data he pro¬ 
vided to the U.N. commit¬ 
tee Tuesday was the first 
ever comprehensive year- 
by-year breakdown of cas¬ 
es reported and adjudicat¬ 
ed. The figures, however, 
only cover cases handled 
directly by the Holy See, 
not those handled by local 
diocesan tribunals, mean¬ 
ing the total number of 
sanctioned priests is likely 
far higher. 

The data showed that 
since 2004, the Vatican 
had received some 3,400 
cases, had defrocked 848 
priests and sanctioned an¬ 
other 2,572 to lesser penal¬ 
ties. 

The latest spike began 
in 2010, when 464 cases 
were reported, more than 
twice the amount in 2009. 
Starting in that same year, 
the Vatican began resort¬ 
ing more and more to the 
lesser penalty of sentenc¬ 


ing accused priests to a 
lifetime of penance and 
prayer rafher fhan defrock¬ 
ing them. The Vatican often 
metes out such sentences 
for elderly or infirm priests, 
since defrocking them 
would essentially render 
them destitute in their final 
years. Prior to 2010, these 
lesser sanctions were only 
handed out to about 100 or 
so priests each year. 
Tomassi stressed the lesser 
sanctions still amounted to 
punishment and the abuser 
was “put in a place where 


he doesn’t have any con¬ 
tact with the children." 

The main U.S. victim's group, 
SNAP, praised the Vatican 
for releasing the data, say¬ 
ing “Every step toward 
more transparency about 
clergy sex crimes and cov- 
erups is good.” But it called 
the numbers “meaningless” 
and urged the Vatican to 
release the names and 
whereabouts of molesters. 
Nick Cafardi, a U.S. canon 
lawyer and former chair¬ 
man of the U.S. bishops' lay 
review board that moni¬ 


tored clerical abuse, said 
the statistics clearly showed 
a positive evolution in how 
the church dealt with the 
abuse problem. 

“Given where the church 
came from — with the pen¬ 
dulum swung squarely to 
the side of the accused 
priest whose explana¬ 
tions were almost always 
believed — this is a move 
away from that and more 
toward giving credibility to 
victims, which is progress," 
he said. “Maybe not per¬ 
fect progress, but progress."

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Israeli says he has found King David’s citadel

JERUSALEM (AP) — An Is¬ 
raeli archaeologist says he 
has found the legendary 
citadel captured by King 
David in his conquest of Je¬ 
rusalem, rekindling a long¬ 
standing debate about us¬ 
ing the Bible as a field guide 
to identifying ancient ruins. 
The claim by Eli Shukron, 
like many such claims in the 
field of biblical archaeol¬ 
ogy, has run into criticism. It 
joins a string of announce¬ 
ments by Israeli archaeolo¬ 
gists saying they have un¬ 
earthed palaces of the leg¬ 
endary biblical king, who is 
revered in Jewish religious 
tradition for establishing Je¬ 
rusalem as its central holy 
city — but who has long 
eluded historians looking 
for clear-cut evidence of 
his existence and reign. 

The present-day Israeli- 
Palestinian conflict is also 
wrapped up in the subject. 
The $10 million excavation, 
made accessible to tour¬ 
ists last month, took place 
in an Arab neighborhood 
of Jerusalem and was fi¬ 
nanced by an organization 
that settles Jews in guard¬ 
ed homes in Arab areas 
of east Jerusalem in an at¬ 
tempt to prevent the city 
from being divided. The 
Palestinians claim east Je¬ 
rusalem, captured by Israel 
in 1967, as the capital of a 
future independent state. 
Shukron, who excavated at 
the City of David archaeo¬ 
logical site for nearly two 


decades, says he believes 
strong evidence supports 
his theory. 

“This is the citadel of King 
David, this is the Citadel of 
Zion, and this is what King 
David took from the Je- 
busites,” said Shukron, who 
said he recently left Israel’s 
Antiquities Authority to 
work as a lecturer and tour 
guide. “The whole site we 
can compare to the Bible 
perfectly.” 

Most archaeologists in Israel 
do not dispute that King Da¬ 
vid was a historical figure, 
and a written reference to 
the “House of David" was 
found in an archaeological 
site in northern Israel. But ar¬ 
chaeologists are divided on 
identifying Davidic sites in 
Jerusalem, which he is said 
to have made his capital. 
Shukron’s dig, which be¬ 
gan in 1995, uncovered a 
massive fortification of five- 
ton stones stacked 21 feet 


(6 meters) wide. Pottery 
shards helped date the for¬ 
tification walls to be 3,800 
years old. They are the larg¬ 
est walls found in the region 
from before the time of 
King Herod, the ambitious 
builder who expanded 
the Second Jewish Temple 
complex in Jerusalem al¬ 
most 2,100 years ago. The 
fortification surrounded a 
water spring and is thought 
to have protected the an¬ 
cient city’s water source. 
The fortification was built 
800 years before King Da¬ 
vid would have captured 
it from its Jebusite rulers. 
Shukron says the biblical 
story of David’s conquest 
of Jerusalem provides clues 
that point to this particular 
fortification as David’s entry 
point into the city. 

In the second Book of Sam¬ 
uel, David orders the cap¬ 
ture of the walled city by 
entering it through the wa¬ 
ter shaft. Shukron's excava¬ 
tion uncovered a narrow 
shaft where spring water 
flowed into a carved pool, 
thought to be where city 
inhabitants would gather 
to draw water. Excess wa¬ 
ter would have flowed out 
of the walled city through 


another section of the shaft 
Shukron said he discovered 
— where he believes the 
city was penetrated. 
Shukron says no other struc¬ 
ture in the area of ancient 
Jerusalem matches what 
David would have cap¬ 
tured to take the city. The 
biblical account names it 
the “Citadel of David” and 
the “Citadel of Zion.” 

Ronny Reich, who was 
Shukron's collaborator at 
the site until 2008, disagrees 
with the theory. He said 
more broken pottery found 
from the 10th century BC, 
presumably King David’s 
reign, should have been 
found if the fortification 
had been in use then. 
Shukron said he only found 
two shards that date close 
to that time. He believes the 
reason he didn’t find more 
is because the site was in 
continuous use and old 
pottery would have been 
cleared out by David’s suc¬ 
cessors. Much larger quan¬ 
tities of shards found at the 
site date to about 100 years 
after King David’s reign. 
Reich said it was not pos¬ 
sible to reach definitive 
conclusions about biblical 
connections without more 
direct archaeological evi¬ 
dence. 

“The connection between 
archaeology and the 
Bible has become very, 
very problematic in recent 
years," Reich said. 

Critics say that some ar¬ 
chaeologists are too ea¬ 
ger to hold a spade in one 
hand and a Bible in the 
other in a quest to verify the 
biblical narrative — either 
due to religious beliefs or to 
prove the Jewish people’s 
historic ties to the land. 
But other respected Israeli 
archaeologists say recent 
finds match the biblical ac¬ 


count more than naysayers 
claim. 

Shukron, a veteran archae¬ 
ologist who has excavated 
a number of significant sites 
in Jerusalem, said he drew 
his conclusions after nearly 
two decades exploring the 
ancient city. 

“I know every little thing in 
the City of David. I didn’t 
see in any other place such 
a huge fortification as this,” 
said Shukron. 

The biblical connection to 
the site is emphasized at 
the City of David archae¬ 
ological park, where the 
“Spring Citadel" — the ex¬ 
cavation’s official name 
— has been retrofitted for 
tourists, including a movie 
projected on a screen in 
front of the fortification to 
illustrate how it may have 
looked 3,800 years ago. 
The City of David — locat¬ 
ed in east Jerusalem — is 
one of the most popular 
tourist sites in the holy city, 
with 500,000 tourists visiting 
last year. 

“We open the Bible and 
we see how the archae¬ 
ology and the Bible actu¬ 
ally come together in this 
place,” said Doron Spiel- 
man, vice president of the 
nonprofit Elad Foundation, 
which oversees the ar¬ 
chaeological park. He car¬ 
ried a softcover Bible in his 
hand as he ambled around 
the excavation. 

The site has come under 
criticism because of the 
Elad Foundation’s nation¬ 
alistic agenda. Most of 
the foundation’s funding 
comes from private dona¬ 
tions from Jews in the U.S. 
and U.K., and its activities 
include purchasing Arab 
homes near the excavat¬ 
ed areas and then helping 
Jews move in, sometimes 
under heavy guard.Q

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Programming vet guiding changes at MTV

NEW YORK (AP) — When 
the creative minds at MTV 
get together, Susanne 
Daniels must seem like the 
adult in the room. 

It’s not like she’s chaperon¬ 
ing spring break. But MTV 
has always seemed as 
much a state of mind as a 
television network, a place 
known best for Osbournes, 
jackasses and carefree 
Jersey beach house dwell¬ 
ers. Now MTV is maturing 
into a more traditional tele¬ 
vision network with a broad 
mix of scripted and reality 
programming and, in Dan¬ 
iels, has a seasoned televi¬ 
sion executive in charge 
of content. Since starting 
in the business as Lome Mi¬ 
chaels’ assistant, Daniels 
has worked at ABC, Fox, 
Lifetime, OWN and — most 
important for MTV — the 
former WB network during 
the glory years of “Butty 
the Vampire Slayer” and 
“Dawson’s Creek.” 

Daniels’ work developing 
scripted shows, never an 
MTV priority before “Teen 
Wolf,” is bearing fruit with 
the just-premiered com¬ 
edy “Faking It” and the 
upcoming family drama 
“Finding Carter.” 

A desire to expand script¬ 
ed offerings was a key 


factor in Daniels’ hiring as 
head of programming in 
2012, said Stephen Fried¬ 
man, MTV president. 
“Susanne brings a gravi- 
tas in terms of bringing out 
a story, whether it’s in our 
reality shows or scripted 
programming, that pushes 
the team to a new level,” 
he said. Her contacts are 
as important as her judg¬ 
ment; Daniels’ presence is 
convincing storytellers that 
might not have previously 
considered MTV that the 
network is serious about 
finding comedies and dra¬ 


mas. Daniels is beyond the 
age of MTV’s target viewer 
(most adults are), but she 
and her television produc¬ 
er-husband Greg Daniels 
have a test audience of 
three teenagers at home. 
“The irony is that at Lifetime 
and OWN I was supervising 
programming for people 
like myself — women 25 to 
54 — and I wasn’t having 
nearly as much fun,” she 
said.“Finding Carter” is a 
potential game-changer. 
The show, which begins in 
July, features a 16-year- 
old girl who learns that the 


woman she thought was 
her mother abducted her 
at age 3, and is suddenly 
sent to live with a mother, 
father, twin sister and little 
brother she doesn’t know. 
The promising pilot moves 
quickly beyond that intrigu¬ 
ing premise to add all sorts 
of complications. 

“What if the family you 
think is your family is nof 
your family?” Daniels said. 
“Thaf is the ultimate drama 
for a teenager.” 

The success of shows like 
“The Walking Dead" and 
“Game of Thrones” indi¬ 
cates that shows that seem 
to have nerd appeal can 
be broad successes, and 
young audiences can ap¬ 
preciate intricate, involved 
plotlines, Friedman said. 
To that end, MTV has op¬ 
tioned the fantasy book 
series “Shannara” for a se¬ 
ries, signing fhe creators of 
“Smallville” to adapt it. 

MTV relentlessly monitors 
the tastes of its target audi¬ 
ence since it is faced with 
the constant pressure of 
appealing to a young de¬ 
mographic that constantly 
turns over. One surprise—so 
much so that Daniels asked 
to recheck the figures — 
was that many teenagers 
said they liked procedur¬ 
als like “Law & Order.”

He played the piano and 
guitar throughout the hour- 
long set at the Beacon 
Theatre, performing well- 
known hits like “Speed of 
Sound,” "Clocks,” and 
“Viva la Vida” as colorful 


laser lights beamed and 
white stars hung from fhe 
ceiling above the stage. 
Confetti burst from the 
sides of the stage after 
they performed the dance- 
flavored funes “Every Tear¬ 
drop Is a Waterfall” and “A 
Sky Full of Stars.” 

Martin and Gwyneth Pal¬ 
trow, who married in 2003, 
announced they were 
separating in March. While 
singing the song “Magic” 
— which features lyrics like 
“No I don't ... want any¬ 
body else than you” — one 
girl yelled: “Hang in there, 
Chris!"The British foursome 
closed the show with “True 
Love,” which Martin asked 
the crowd not to film and 


post on YouTube. 

“(This) is the best song off 
our new album fhaf no 
one has ever heard yef," 
he said. “Sometimes you 
have to keep these things 
to yourself.” 

He made a heart symbol 
with his hands after per¬ 
forming the tune, which 
included the lyrics, “Once 
upon a time I was yours, 
you were mine.”

It’s Not Just About Obama

Dozens of heavily armed ter¬ 
rorists rolled into the sleepy little 
town one night in a convoy of 
trucks, buses and vans. They 
made their way to the girls’ 
boarding school. 

The high school girls, asleep in 
their dormitory, awoke to gun¬ 
fire. The attackers stormed the 
school, set it on fire, and, resi¬ 
dents said, then herded several 
hundred terrified girls into the 
vehicles - and drove off and 
vanished. 

That was April 15 in northern Ni¬ 
geria. The girls were kidnapped 
by an extremist Muslim group 
called Boko Haram, whose 
name in the Hausa language 
means “Western education is a 
sin.” 

These girls, ages 15 to 18 and 
Christians and Muslims alike, 
knew the risks of seeking an ed¬ 
ucation, and schools in the area 
had closed in March for fear of 
terror attacks. But this school 
had reopened so that the girls 
- the stars of their families and 
villages - could take their final 
exams. They were expected to 
move on to become teachers, 
doctors, lawyers. 

Instead, they reportedly are be¬ 
ing auctioned off for $12 each 
to become “wives” of militants. 
About 50 girls escaped, but the 
police say that 276 are still miss¬ 
ing - and the Nigerian govern¬ 
ment has done next to nothing 
to recover the girls. 

“We are now asking for world 
power countries to intervene,” 
the desperate father of a miss¬ 
ing 18-year-old girl, Ayesha, told 
me by phone. He said that the 
parents had given up on Nige¬ 
rian government officials - “they 
are just saying lies” - and plead¬ 
ed for international pressure on 
Nigeria to rescue the girls. 

The parents pursued the kid¬ 
nappers, carrying bows and 
arrows to confront militants 
armed with AK-47s, but finally 
had to turn back. The father, 
who asked not to be named 
for fear of retribution, said that 
the parents are now praying to 
God for the United States and 
United Nations to help get their 
daughters back. 

While there has been a ma¬ 
jor international search for the 
missing people on Malaysian 
flight MH370, and nonstop news 
coverage, there has been 
no meaningful search for the 
even greater number of missing 
schoolgirls. 

I spoke by telephone with Sec¬ 
retary of State John Kerry, who 
is visiting Africa, and asked him 


whether the United States can 
nudge Nigerian authorities to 
do more to find the girls. 

“We’re really pushing them ... 
about the situation with the 
girls,” Kerry said. “Oh, God! Yes, 
absolutely.” He described it as 
“not just an act of terrorism. It’s 
a massive human trafficking 
moment and grotesque.” 

I asked whether the United 
States could use satellites or in¬ 
telligence assets to try to locate 
the girls. “We’re engaged and 
cooperating,” he said, declin¬ 
ing to discuss details. 

Kerry also emphasized the 
broader effort to disrupt Boko 
Haram and its financial flows, 
while supporting the training of 
Nigerian authorities to respond 
to terror attacks without violat¬ 
ing human rights. “We’re up¬ 
ping the game with them,” he 
said. 

In hopes of viral pressure on 
Nigerian authorities to try to 
recover the girls, campaigns 
have started on the White 
House website, on Change.org 
and on Facebook to demand: 
“Bring Back Our Girls.” All this 
may or may not help, but it’s 
worth trying. 

The attack in Nigeria is part of 
a global backlash against girls’ 
education by extremists. The 
Pakistani Taliban shot Malala 
Yousufzai in the head at age 
15 because she advocated for 
girls’ education. Extremists threw 
acid in the faces of girls walking 
to school in Afghanistan. And in 
Nigeria, militants destroyed 50 
schools last year alone. 

If the girls aren’t rescued, “no 
parent will allow their female 
child to go to school,” Hadiza 
Bala Usman, who has led pro¬ 
tests in Nigeria on behalf of the 
missing girls, warned in a tele¬ 
phone interview. 

Northern Nigeria is a deeply 
conservative area, and if the 
schoolgirls are recovered, it 
may be difficult for them to 
marry because of suspicions 
that they are no longer virgins. 
While the Nigerian military has 
shown little interest in rescuing 
the girls, it has, in the last few 
years, presided over a brutal 
counterinsurgency in response 
to Boko Haram bombings. There 
is viciousness on both sides. 

The best tool to fight extremism 
is education, especially of girls 
- and that means ensuring that 
it is safe to study. The greatest 
threat to militancy in the long 
run comes not from drones but 
from girls with schoolbooks. 
“These abducted schoolgirls are 
my sisters,” Malala told me in an 
email from Britain, where she 
is recovering from the Taliban 
attack, “and I call on the inter¬ 
national community and the 
government of Nigeria to take 
action and save my sisters.” She 
added: “It should be our duty 
to speak up for our brothers and 
sisters in Nigeria who are in a 
very difficult situation.” 

Malala’s right. More than 200 
teenage girls have just been 
enslaved because they had the 
brains and guts to seek to be¬ 
come teachers or doctors. They 
deserve a serious international 
effort to rescue them.O

There has been a festival of 
commentary of late bemoan¬ 
ing the pusillanimous foreign 
policy of President Barack 
Obama. If only we had a presi¬ 
dent who rode horses shirtless, 
wrestled a tiger or took a bite 
out of a neighboring country, 
we’d all feel much safer. Your 
Honor, I rise in - partial - defense 
of Mr. Obama. 

Let me start by asking a ques¬ 
tion I’ve asked about other 
countries: Is U.S. foreign policy 
today the way it is because 
Obama is the way he is (cere¬ 
bral, cautious, dispassionate) or 
is Obama the way Obama is on 
foreign policy because Ameri¬ 
ca is the way America is today 
(burned by two failed wars and 
weakened by a great reces¬ 
sion) and because the world is 
the way the world is (increas¬ 
ingly full of failed states and en¬ 
feebled U.S. allies)? 

The answer is some of both, but 
I’d put a lot more emphasis on 
the latter. Foreign policy, our 
ability and willingness to act in 
the world, is about three things: 
interests, values and leverage. 
Do we have an interest in get¬ 
ting involved in Syria or Crimea, 
are our values engaged, and 
- if either is true - do we have 
the leverage to sustainably tilt 
things our way at a price we 
can afford? Leverage is a func¬ 
tion of two things: the amount 
of economic and military re¬ 
sources we can bring to bear 
and the unity of purpose of our 
partners on the ground and our 
allies elsewhere. 

I'd argue that a lot of what 
makes America less active in 
the world today is a product first 
of all of our own diminished le¬ 
verage because of actions tak¬ 
en by previous administrations. 


The decisions by the Bush I and 
Clinton teams to expand NATO 
laid the seeds of resentment 
that helped to create Putin and 
Putinism. The Bush II team not 
only presided over two unsuc¬ 
cessful wars, but totally broke 
with American tradition and cut 
taxes instead of raising them to 
pay for those wars, weakening 
our balance sheet. The plan¬ 
ning for both wars was abys¬ 
mal, their execution worse and 
too many of our “allies” proved 
to be corrupt or used our pres¬ 
ence to prosecute old feuds. 
Anyone who thinks that the 
American people didn’t notice 
all this, please raise your hand. 
As someone who wanted us to 
partner with Iraqis to try to build 
a democracy there - in the heart 
of the Arab world after 9/11 - I 
sure noticed, and I learned sev¬ 
eral things: Where we have real 
partners, who share our basic 
values and are ready to fight 
for them themselves - like the 
Kurds, who have built an island 
of decency that is the great un¬ 
sung success story of the Iraq 
war - limited U.S. help can go a 
long way. Indeed, has anyone 
noticed that the two biggest 
reform successes in the Muslim 
Middle East today - Tunisia and 
Kurdistan - are places where 
our recent involvement was nil. 
They wanted it, and they built it. 
But where our allies are either 
too few or too divided - Libya, 
Syria, Afghanistan and Iraq - it 
requires a much deeper and 
longer U.S. involvement on the 
ground to midwife a new order 
than most Americans will toler¬ 
ate. And to pretend that we 
can intervene on the cheap 
or just from the air is nonsense 
(look at Libya) and to pretend 
that Obama’s wariness is just 
because he’s a sissy community 
organizer is also nonsense. 

Most presidents make their 
name in foreign policy by tak¬ 
ing on strong enemies, but most 
of what threatens global stabil¬ 
ity today are crumbling states. 
Exactly how many can we res¬ 
cue at one time? I’d love to 
help Ukrainian reformers build a 
functioning democracy, but the 
reason that is so daunting a task 
is because their own politicians 
wasted two decades looting 


their own country, so the lever¬ 
age required to foster change 

- $30 billion in bailout funds - is 
now massive. 

We need to counterbalance 
China in the Asia-Pacific region, 
but that is not easy when we 
owe Beijing nearly $1.3 trillion, 
because of our credit-fueled 
profligacy. I am all for resisting 
Putin’s intervention in Ukraine, 
but it is hard to weaken this 
petro-dictator without a na¬ 
tional energy policy of our own 
that will bring down the price 
of oil and create alternatives. 
It is true that Obama could do 
more to “lead” the Europeans 
on Ukraine, but it is also true that 
Gerhard Schroder, the former 
chancellor of Germany, today 
sits on the board of a giant Rus¬ 
sian oil company. Think about 
that. Europeans don’t want to 
take on Putin. Our biggest prob¬ 
lem, though, is not Europe or 
Obama. Our biggest problem 
is us and our own political pa¬ 
ralysis. The world takes America 
seriously when they see us do¬ 
ing big hard things together 

- when we lead by example. 
If we want to do more nation¬ 
building abroad, then we have 
to come together on a plan 
to do more nation-building at 
home first - including infrastruc¬ 
ture investment, replacing in¬ 
come and corporate taxes with 
a carbon tax, a major new push 
for both energy efficiency and 
properly extracted natural gas, 
skill-building and immigration 
reform and gradual long-term 
fiscal rebalancing. That’s how 
we build our muscle and weak¬ 
en Putin’s. What is most scary to 
me about the world today is the 
fact that we are doing neither 
smart nation-building abroad 
to make the world more stable 
nor smart nation-building at 
home to make America more 
resilient and strong. We need 
both to be safe. We need more 
leverage from nation-building 
at home to have the staying 
power to lift others, but we also 
need those foreigners to pro¬ 
vide a solid, unified foundation 
so our leverage can work. It’s 
hard to replace a flat tire, when 
your jack is broken or is sitting on 
quicksand. This is not just about 
Obama.z □ 
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Coldplay: An Uncoupling, but the Band Plays On

NEW YORK - Last month, 
word of the impending dis¬ 
solution of the marriage of 
Chris Martin, frontman of 
Coldplay, and Gwyneth 
Paltrow arrived with an 
emphatic thud on her 
website, Goop.com. 

“It is with hearts full of sad¬ 
ness that we have decid¬ 
ed to separate,” the brief 
statement began. The post 
was credited to “Gwyneth 
& Chris,” but it did not have 
the feel of a shared reveal. 
It ended with a plea: “We 
have always conducted 
our relationship privately, 
and we hope that as we 
consciously uncouple and 
coparent, we will be able 
to continue in the same 
manner.” 

That’s not how privacy 
works, exactly. And while 
Paltrow may have ben¬ 
efited from first-mover ad¬ 
vantage, doubtless she 
had an idea of what was 
coming: “Ghost Stories” 
(Parlophone/Atlantic), the 
sixth studio album by Cold¬ 
play and the one on which 
Martin quite nakedly wres¬ 
tles with the crumbling of 
his marriage, and in so do¬ 
ing, forcibly steers his band 
into new territory - a man, 
and by extension a band, 
deflated. 

For almost 15 years, Cold¬ 
play has been one of the 
most sonically ambitious 
groups in pop, concerned 
deeply with the way its mu¬ 
sic echoes off a wall in a 
huge arena, about how it 
fills all the available space 
in headphones. Its rock is 
neutered and edgeless, 
but at its best, Coldplay 
makes total immersion mu¬ 
sic. At its worst, too. This is a 
band that has excelled at 
scale, if not at all the mov¬ 
ing parts underneath. 

What happens when those 
parts are shoved to the 
fore is evident on several 
songs from “Ghost Stories” 
and was also clear Mon¬ 
day night at the Beacon 
Theater, where Coldplay 
performed ifs only sched¬ 
uled New York concert of 
the year, playing several of 
the new songs, one for the 
first time anywhere. 

That was “True Love,” 
which Martin described as 


the band’s favorite song 
it had ever written. He 
asked that everyone put 
their camera phones away 
and not record it, so that 
it didn’t leak to YouTube, 
and so that it could be 
just a moment shared be¬ 
tween artist and fan. 

He did not request a vow 


of silence from music crit¬ 
ics, though, so here goes: 
“True Love” is eerie and 
uncomfortable, a literal 
begging. “I wish you could 
have let me know/What's 
really going on below/l’ve 
lost you now, you let me 
go.” At the chorus, Martin 
sings earnestly and without 
pride, “Tell me you love 
me/lf you don’t then lie,” 
dragging that last word 
out but putting no power 
behind it. Onstage, Will 
Champion played slo-mo 
prizefight percussion, and 
Jonny Buckland’s guitar 
lines near the end were dry 
and needy. But in total, the 
song lacks the pomp - nay, 
the arrogance - that has 
been Coldplay’s calling 
card, and its saving grace. 
The same was true of “An¬ 
other's Arms,” another new 


song. “Late night watching 
TV/Used to be you here 
beside me,” Martin moped 
over what sounded like a 
reluctant xylophone, add¬ 
ing, “Used to be your arms 
around me/Your body on 
my body.” A decade and 
a half into this band's ca¬ 
reer, it is still striking to hear 


Martin's voice so plainly, 
and to hear the rest of the 
band be so tepid. 

The divide between new 
and old material at this 
show could be marked 
with a decibel meter - for 
fhe most part, “Ghost Sto¬ 
ries” songs were mellow 
and contemplative and 
without urgency (apart 
from the lyrics - Martin, no 
obscurantist when it comes 
to words, is more literal than 
ever in the new songs). 

As a unit, they were riskless, 
save for “Midnight,” which 
suggests that Martin has 
been listening to Bon Iver 
and James Blake, artists 
who amplify their desola¬ 
tion with AutoTune, creat¬ 
ing a new branch of mel¬ 
ancholy. When he sang 
“Midnight," he dropped 
to his knees at the front of 


the stage while lasers shot 
up from the stage to the 
ceiling on either side of 
him. After a bit, bassist Guy 
Berryman began playing 
with the lasers, blocking 
them with his palms as if 
they were percussion in¬ 
struments. Near the end 
of the song, Martin did the 


same on the other side of 
the stage. Just two guys 
playing with lasers: Even 
at its darkest, Coldplay is 
a goofy band, loved and 
reviled by many. Over the 
years, Martin has learned 
to be self-deprecating 
about it all. He thanked 
the crowd for coming out 
“especially for a Monday, 
especially for New York, 
especially for Coldplay - 
all the things that would 
make it harder for you.” 
Thaf was losf on this crowd, 
full of faithful fans, includ¬ 
ing plenty of middle-aged 
men dancing un-self-con- 
sciously in the aisles. These 
are people for whom Cold- 
play’s anthems - songs 
like “Clocks” and “Viva la 
Vida” - serve as release, for 
whom sympathetic rock 
songs like “Fix You” serve 


as stand-in for feeling. 
Coldplay songs are built for 
cleansing singalongs - they 
provide a clear outline 
to fill in. In a room like this 
one, it’s hard not to reflect 
wistfully on the affirming 
quality of the band’s older, 
more emphatic hits. On 
those songs, they flexed 


Venice Beach bodybuild¬ 
er muscle. On “Paradise," 
from the band’s last al¬ 
bum, “Mylo Xyloto," Berry¬ 
man’s bass was thick and 
pungent, and on “Clocks" 
Champion’s drumming 
was hurricane-intense. His 
snares on “God Put a Smile 
Upon Your Face” were se¬ 
vere, too, almost mean. 

On those older songs, Mar¬ 
tin, too, was enlivened. 
Used to filling arena stages, 
he used the full of his body, 
jumping enthusiastically 
while singing softly. This 
was the Martin of old, and 
it was refreshing, but he 
wasn’t able to fully inhabit 
that familiar space. During 
the raucous “Viva la Vida,” 
he sang “Now in the morn¬ 
ing I sleep alone,” and he 
seemed to shrug ever so 
slightly .□
